operating expenses. But If this is Increased In the next ten 
years to what It ought to be, It is believed the canal will 
b« a success from Its opening,—Chicago Inter Ocean.

''The farmer's hen," tbe secretary 


says, ''is becoming a worthy compan- 
ion to his cow. 
The annunl. produj- 


tion of eggs is now a score of billions. 
Poultry productions have cllmbnd to 
a place of more than a half billion 
dollars in value, so the farmers' hen 
competes with wheat for precedeLce." 


There are more horses and with a 


larger aggregate value than ever be- 
fore, 
notwithstanding, 
as the secre- 


tary says, they were "threatened by 
the cycle and later by the suburban 
trolley and the automobiles."

Alfonso's reckless speeding thfoflgh 


the streets of Madrid in his nutomoblle 
has repeatedly been commented npon 
In the Madrid papers, and It has been 
said that the attempt of the lateMnura 
government to compel the King to rftop 
his breakneck speeding was the real 
reason why the cabinet fell. Premier 
Maura, at an audience with tbe King, 
pointed out the danger of using the 
streets of Madrid as a race course, and 
the fact that the municipal laws were 
broken by his Majesty. 
Alfonso was 


greatly ' angered over the remarks of 
the premier, and at once demanded the 
government's resignation for Imperti- 
nence. The resignations were handed 
in and a new government was formed. 
A more serious phase of this young 
King's Independence of thought and 
action is concerned with the mother 
who has devoted her life to hla educa- 
tion and rearing. Her care has made 
him a healthy, sturdy youth, although 
he promised to Inherit all the physical 
weaknesses of his sickly father. He is 
capable of great physical endurance 
and can stand up under fatigue that 
would exhaust men of 
apparently 


greater strength. 
Although he has al- 


most reached his majority he follows 
still the dally routine laid out by his 
mother when In 1891 his royal curls 
were cut find he set out to prepare 
himself for his high p!*ce. 


Notwithstanding the devotion of his 


mother, the King Is said to be lacking 
In respect for her, and many stories 
bearing 
on 
this attitude are told. 


Those, however, arc circulated by his 
political -opponents and denied by his 
supporters.

Cnrefttlly Onnrd Rich Heir- 


looms they flf IAB fftfl-e, 


Few Americana ftould bdllete that 


nearly every HussiAB 
peafenfat that 


comes to this country carries in tho 
bottom of his shabby trunk helflooins 
of such that an ago that they 
are 


almost worth their weight in gold. 
In Worcester there are several of these 
heirlooms In the possession of Russians 
who have emigrated 
to tho United 


States, but it is almost Impossible to 
buy them. 


So said A. 0. Warner, a collector 


of relics, In tho Worcester Telegram. 
Lately Mr. Warner has become an en- 
thusiast over things of great age that 
come from Russia, and nearly every 
week he makes a trip through tb.« He- 
brew-speaking 
and 
Italian-speaking 


quarters of Worcester, In the hope that 
he may find Russians who have heir- 
looms to sell. 
He has succeeded In 


securing several, including brass can- 
dlestocks and pewter ware. 


"These Russian heirlooms," he said, 


"are very old, some of them 1BO years 
old, nnd others much older. Recently 
In a certain part of Worcester I came 
across a pair of candlesticks thirty 
Inches high and enameled over with 
silver. It was over 200 years old, and 
mind you the Russian thought so much 
of It that he toted it nil the way from 
Russia in his little trunk. I made an 
offer of $30 for the relic, which was 
proudly refused. 


"You will find few of these candle- 


sticks alike in design. 
Most of them 


are made of solid yellow brass and 
weigh from two to three pounds. Other 
heirlooms that are brought over are 
teakettles, teapots and cooking uten- 
sils, nil made of hammered copper. I 
have also seen an urn made of solid 
brass with a boiler and a place un- 
derneath In which to burn charcoal. 
Among other things that the Ittisslans 
take away with them when they leave 
the old country fire solid silver cups, 
spoons, knives and forks. 


"These things have 
been 
handed 


down from generation to generation, 
and are very old. When a girl gets 
married in Russia she Is given throe 
candlesticks, nnd 
this Is (ho reason 


why almost every Russian family that 
lilts America Is 
supplied 
with 
an 


abundance of these ancient candle- 
sticks. Tho Russia us prize these heir- 
looms as much us we do our family 
bibles and they don't part with them 
unless they arc positively obliged to."
